One caa aot imagiae 
until he has aeen for hlmaelf the fraadear 
of these atructurea that have been devel- 
oped from the molds of the brain of 
mechanical genius. The Kentucky Wagon 
Manufacturing Company, adjoining the 
abops of the L. & N., occupies many 
«cr«s of ipnaad and ia known as the 
Isffaet coBoera of iU kind in the world. 
Aad aest comes the I/misville Bolt snd 
Iron Oompany, wbidi Itas been closed 
for the past yesr, bat is espcted 'to re- 
sume opersUona in the near fatare. 
Another important addition ia the new 
packing house, with a capacity for the 
slaughter of head of live stock per 
day, and the Central Stock Yards, cover- 
ing a large area and located just east of 
the L. & N- tracks, cn the Louisville 
fioBthera railroad. The C. C. Mengel 
Compaay aad the Chess & Wymond 
•Cooperage Compaay, which employ 
tatge bodiee of mea, as wtil aa a aumber 
of others in South I^ooirrlllt are also 
worthy of mention. 

Grocery stores, plenty of salooas and a 
large D\iniber of fine residences are now 
in process of erection, and in a very abort 
tiuie the tields which have lonij been 
deserted will awake to civilization. 
StreeU are being cut through ia a 
gireat many places, but it will be 
fegrettad by )arge numbers to learn that 
Wilder Park, which far years hss been 
«be rendesTous rf the saiaU boy in his 
.dsily jsnnts in search of anta, whieb 
were there in sbundanoe, aad ita beauti- 
ful scenery, in many instaacia the theme 
of the landscape artist, will soon be 
destroyed. The beautiful flowers whose 
sweet fragrance filled the air in spring- 
time, and the large oaks and beeches 
that have for more than a century per- 
hsps withstood the vicious atucks of 
•wind and storm, have at last yielded to 
■the blow of the grab aad axes of the 
hody of labotera who are destroying

«be oommerdal braachea ia tbaparodOal 
aehools snd deserves mads credit, aa 
through his efloits the five gradnstes of 
Jsst year have obuined remunerative 
podtiona and are giving eatiia Jatistac- 
tion to their employers.

OAoer John Dolau, who was shot last 
August and has since borne his sufferings 
with unexampled bravery, died Tuesday 
morning at the City Hospital, fully pre- 
pared for the finsl aummons and at peace 
with God aad awn. Everything poasible 
was done to save the brave fellow's life, 
but without avail. Friday afternoon Do- 
lan'sleg was smputsted at the hip, the 
bone having began decaying. The shock 
was too great, and Monday night he be- 
came unconscious, lingering till the fol- 
lowing morning. While the remaina lay 
at the home on East Main street there 
was an almoat continuous stream of call- 
ers to eJipreas sympathy for the bereaved 
wife aad brather. The funeral occurred 
Thandajr OMMtag aad was one of the 
Isrgeet ever seea at 8t Micbad's church, 

Officer John Dolaa was a native of 
County Galway, Ireland, bat for fifteen 
years had been a resident of Louisville, 
most of that time being employed ss s 
special watchman at either the Gait 
House or Louis»ille Hotel. Shortly after 
hia appointment on the police force he 
was hsppily married, snd besides hia 
youag wife leavea one brother, James 
Dolau, aad four sisters. Misses Ssrab, 
Uargavat, Bridget and Katberiae Dolao. 
all of thia dty. The deoeaaed was a most 
exemplsry Catholic, fdthfal to every 
trust and devoted to hia cburdi and peo- 
ple. He was a member of the Audent 
Order ol Hibernians, Catholic KnigbU 
and Ladies of America and other frater- 
nal insurance orders, all of whom were 
largely represented at tlie funeral. 
Though Officer Dolan had been on the 
poUoe force leaa than a year be was con- 
sidered by hia saperior officers ss one of 
the most fdthfnl aad faarlasameo in the 
department, snd by aoae ia hia

A cablegram from Rome says tl^at the 
Marqniae de Monstiers de Merinville, 
formerly Miss Mary Gwendolio Caldwell, 
of Louisville, recently had a private audi- 
ence with Pope Pius X. The Pope, it is 
suted, told the aiarqaiae that he would 
pray fbr her ddly. aad at partiag pre' 
sented her with a pradoaa foaary, blaaa- 
ing it as he placed it la her hand. The 
cablegram adds thst the Holy Fstber is 
anxious to effect a reconciliation between 
her and her husband. In Vatican circles 
it is confidently hoped that in the near 
future the marqaiae will reconaider her 
deciaion. In the meantime, as aoon 
aa the marquise's health will permit of 
her leaviag the hotel, she will again be 
reodved ia private audience by the Holy 
Father.

Joba Baptiat Viaaaey, aa he waa called, 
waa of paaaaat birth aad apbriaglag.

For forty yaera after aaaamiag 
apiritnd charge of the little Freach vil- 
lage be catered the faidl, poor and ill- 
furniahcd church every morning at 2 
o'clock and remained there — with neces- 
aary interruptions for outside duties — 
praying, preaching and miniatering to 
the spiritual wants of his people and of 
the multitudes that in the course of time 
came to him from sll parts, until 11 
o'dock at night. The ceiling of the lit- 
tle edifice is about fiftsea feet high, the 
width of th0 nave aboat tweatr, with 
some tea or fifteea feet extra oa either 
side uader the derestories, where are 
four side chspela, the leagth from door 
to sanctu!try rail about forty feet. A 
little pulp'L rises at the side of the sanc- 
tuary about six feet from the floor. This 
always attracts the attention of priests, 
and makes them realize the extreme 
mortificstion of the cure, who of course 
suflered more from the thick atmosphere 
the higher he was raised la the crowded 
and ill-vcntilstcd buildiag. 

The sacristy off the left of the altar iaa 
little room aboat eight feet aquare aad it 
waa here that erery day for forty years, 
from befdra dawa to aaar aildaight, ha 
heard onafesdoaaL The oonfemieaal ia 
still to be seen, aad ha mast have made 
it himself, for a ptdner and more ua- 
comfortable stool of repentance can not 
be imagined. Those who knelt there 
verily began their penance before con- 
fessing their sins, snd the holy man him- 
self suffered ss they did and more. Vet 
the highest intellects of Burope knelt 
here bdore the Shepherd's son. The 
beauty aad cuKare of Praaea, Itdy. Ira- 
lead, Baglaad, Spaia, Oenaaay, Maad, 
prostrated themadves here after hoan or 
even days of wdtiag to obtda the boon 
of telling their sins end pouring their 
troubles into the sympathetic, merciful 
etir of ths hnmble village pastor.

Tomorrow is Christmas day — the day 
set apart by the church to celebrate the 
Nativity of Our Saviour. It is the great- 
est holy dsy in the year, all thiaga con- 
sidered. Some wodd coatead for Bsster 
Snadey aad devout peraoaa for various 
other holy daya aa baiat ^ greatest 
festivds, bat the aujority, yoaag and 
old, claim Ctaristaias as the grea t ea t fes- 
tival in the cbtirch. It is psrticnlsrly s 
day when the children of sll classes snd 
conditions feel happy. The .>tory of the 
birth of our Saviour in the manger in a 
stable and how wise men came to adore 
him has a fascination for all children, 
whether they be Pagans or Christiana. 
The recital of the account of the birth of 
the Saviour also attracta the most hard- 
ened daaer, for it tecalle to hia mind 
the thae whea he aaa addid aad per- 
hapa listened to the redtd from hia 
mother's lips. 

Christmas is a day aet apart for good 
feeling and good cheer among men. For 
days, and even weeks, preceding it the 
streets in great dties are thronged with 
grown people and children making pur- 
cbases to gladden the hearts of thdr fel- 
lows on Christmss day. Tbto haa been 
tbecaae ia ' I/Miiarille tbto se a aoa, snd 
tomorrow will be man generally 
observed thsa aay previoaa Chriataias in 
the history of the dty. Tha community 
has been prosperous. TbacHy haa been 
free from pMtilence or disaster of any 
serious kind during the year. Even the 
Jew and thK agnostic join iu observing 
this Catholic holy day. 

In the C«thoUc d>nrdi th.<C.Wfir)d oter 
toinoirow the Feast of the Nativity will 
be observed with greater solemnity and 
decorum than for a long time. The fact 
that the feaat falla oa Saaday will have 
a teadeaqy to nake ita obaenraaoa more 
geaerd aaamg the fdthfuL la the dty 
of Lontovllle la the thirty-two Catholic 
churches solemn services commemora* 
tive of the birth of our Lord and Saviour 
will be heard. In some of the churches 
the services will be more elaborate than 
in others on account of the larger num- 
ber of clergy asaiating at the masses and 
the music, but in all the churches, sfter 
sll, the serdee is the aaaie. The same 
gospeto aad tfUOm are read ia each, 
mawdlfar each coBiawudcaat to attend 
the auaa at hto owa partah diarcb. 
Yeara ago it was the custom to have 
midnight mssses, but this practice has 
been discontinued iu most dioceses and 
no midnight mass will lie sung in the 
diocese of Louisville. 

On Christmss day, and 
oaly, to a prieat permitted 
masses, sad most of the 
themselves of this privilege on Christmas 
moraiag. No CaUiollc ahould abseat 
hiaiaelf frtna amaa oa CbriataMW day aad 
particalarly toaioRow, whta tha faetivd 
fdls on Sunday.

In compliance 
thft arfahea of the Pope, the Very 
Rev. Father Vds, O. P., haa arranged 
for a amle AkAi to dag the Gregorian 
mass of the First Tone (the Royal Mass) 
by Henry Dumont. The msle cbdr, 
under the direction of Prof. Csrl Hem- 
mersV>ach, has made wonderful progress 
in the past few months, while its con- 
atantly increasing membership proves 
thst it is compsratively essy to obtain 
aule dngen if but the proper effort is 
msde. A choir ol acdytes will further 
add to the prognmmee, particularly in 
the aingiag of the "Adaete Fidelia." 
The choir will be oompoaed of Mark 
ThoBK. wm T. McNany, William 
Imorde, Ben Imorde, Henry and Carroll 
Bigley, J. L. Rshm, William Rahm, 
Thomas Barry, Gdward McDouogh, Jos.

After nineteea yeaia* fdthfhf aardca 
asBtohopof thedfa«eaaaf Fhtobuigtbe 
Right Rev. Richard Fhdaa died oa 
Tnesdsy tost The Btohop had been in 
failing health for three yean and hto 
death, which occurred at St. Paul'e 
Orphan Asylum, near PitUburg, waa ex- 
pected for several days. Bishop Phelan 
was seventy-six yeara of age. He waa 
born in Bally raggatt, County Kilkeaay, 
January 1, 1828. He waa cAasecrated 
August 2, 1886, aaCoadJotMto the Rigl 
Rev. J. Tdgg aad aaoeaiiled the 
at his death in 1889. 

Btohop Phelaa prealded over one of 
the moat lafladktid dioceses in the coun- 
try. The Catholic population la about 
270,000, with 358 priesU snd 228 
churches. It hss many large iaatitatioaa 
of learning and charity. 

Biahop Phelan waa a man of strong 
chsracter and striking indiridnslity, aad 
during his administration brought tiie 
diocese up to s very high stsndard. Be 
came to Pittsbuig in 1840, having pea. 
doudy atteaded St Kletaa'a Coll«e 
ia mikeaay. He waa gradaatad Itoai 
St Mary'a Seadaary, ia Baltimore, aad 
became a pried oa May 4. 1864, Be 
cdebrated the golden jubilee of hisoidl- 
nstion to the pne<thoo<l on May 4 last, 
and there was a distiuguishe<i assembly 
of Catholic prelates in PitUburg on the 
occasion. 

On account of the failing bedth of 
Bishop Phelan a little over a jeer ago 
the Right Rev. RcgU Canada wu Ap> 
pointed hto CoaajBiatv-irtfc mtjrti^^ 
aocciiedoa. rrmif waa a luntiii of 
Caaoa Phelaa. of Ireiaad. 
Btohop Phdaa was s pstriotic Irish- 
aad a lover of his countrymen, snd 
in tnrn was beloved by them. The 
funeral took place from the Cathe- 
dral in Pittsburg and many Catholic dig- 
nitaries were in attendance from dl perto 
of the country. 

The funeral took ptoce Friday mora* 
iag with Pontifical high amn, Ri^t 
R#r. P. J. Donahue, Btohop of Whadtig, 
preaching tha sermon. 

Bishop Pbelsn wss s nun of nigged 
mold snd grand physique. In his prime 
he was stout, muscular, sctive. He wss. 
from the dsy of his ordination, over fifty 
years ago, until the day of hi.s consecra- 
tion as Bishop, and his succession to 
Bishop Tuigg, December 7, 1889, an inde- 
fatigable worker. He never realised 
what it waa to rest. Work was fbadwtely 
neceamry to him. He bad ea energy 
that knew ao ezhaaat,a aad that had 
acarcdy a Uadt. a capadty that was 
oaadlaaa. Bto labora as s priest 
twofold laaaaaad aa Bishop. 
The matter of a Coadjutor Bishop was 
Uken up by the Right Rev. Bishop's 
express sanction. On April 24, 1903. a 
meeting of the diocesan clergy was held 
and the project discussed. Seversl nsmea 
were presented, but there wss not a 
nnsnimity In the chdoe of a selection. 
The consensus of opialoa was that a 
peUtioaordrcnlarbe pnparad aaibody- 
higthedewaof the prieaU aadheidd 
before the proper ecclesiastical aathori- 
tiaa. Sabaequeutly Rom; was petltioaed 
for favorsble sction. 

In due time it was received, and on 
Tuesday, .\iigust .'), 1902, the diocesan 
consultors met at the Episcopal residence 
for the purpose of selecting three names 
which would be forwarded to Rome. On 
Tuesday, August 27, IMjJ, the venerable 
Archbtshop P. J. Ryaa aad hla|niffragaaa. 
Bishops Phelsn, FitsnaiBffeat Shaaahaa* 
Oarv^ aad Hobaa, aiet ia apedd aaa> 
aloB to take fiad -atepa oa aabadttiag to 
the Propcgaada thdr Uat of aaaina from 
whldi a aaleetioa srould be oiade. The 
BUhops' list was duly forwarded to Rome. 

On Monday, December 15, li)02, news 
was received from Rome. ^The Sacred 
Congregation of the Propaganda unad- 
monaly decreed to reooauaead to- tha 
Holy Father the appointment of Rev. 
Father J. F. Regis Csncvln, rector of St. 
Paul's Cathcdrd, to the Coadjutor Biah. 
opric of the d ioces e of Phtabarg. 
The Right Rev. Biahop Canerin, who 
MCeeda Btohop Phelan, to tha fifth to 
hold tbto exalted positioa.

Th* Panlltt fothtn hav* citab- 
lUhtd • hooM for aiitfona to the 

aou-Catholics of Ihe South, and it 
is doing splendid work, which, 
however, seema to be now only in 
ita Infancy. The. hooae of tha 
Paulitta ia located at Hundred 
Oaks, not far from Winchester, 
Tenn. The mistion is In an 
<rtd mandkWi foroMrly owaad 
and occupied by Gov. Marks, of 
Tennessee. Here the missioners 
live and are sent out to preach the 
faith to non^Cathdica In the whole 
Southern country, but particularly 
in the mountains of Tennessee and 
Kentucky. The last nlaaion given 
t^thc FftoUita waaatTncjrCitj. 
TWia.. and there were many con- 
versions. At another place called 
Uham, Venn. I the PanUata were 
given the nae of the Christian 
(Campbellite) churdh in which to 
hold their miablon, there being no 
Catholic church In the town and 
the pudic aphodl building being 
too small. Nearly the entire popu- 
lation of the town attended the 
■ervicea. They adted qneatiooa 
about the church and many aaked 
to be instructed. The Paulist 
fathers are delighted with their 
work in the South and My It la the 
belt field in the whole country for 
them. Many of the natives are 
descendants of Irish, Scotch and 
Bngliah piooeera, who aettlcd In 
that region a hundred yeara ago, 
and gr?w up without any religious 
instruction, though all are nominal 
Chrlatlaaa. The Paullata have 
great success as missionaries to 
non Catholics in this country, being 
an American order. Quite a num- 
ber of the fathera are ooovtrta 
themselves. They have a wide 
field for work in the mountains of 
Kentucky and Tennessee.
